PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1961. 

The  total  population  living  within  the  area  was  eight  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  ninety,  showing  a decrease  of  five  hmadrod  and  coven  since  the 
1951  Census.  The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  one  hundred  and 
twenty,  a decrease  of  thirty  three  since  I960.  The  adjusted  birth  rate 
per  thousand  for  I960  was  above  the  national  figure,  but  for  1961  the  rate 
is  slightly  below  the  national  figure.  There  were  four  stillbirths 
as  compared  to  five  in  the  previous  yearj  this  give  a rate  of  32,26 
per  thousand  as  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  18.7  per  thousand,  but 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  total  number  of  births  is  relatively  snail 
and  that  investigation  of  each  stillbirth  shows  that  they  were  unavoidable. 
There  were  no  deaths  of  women  ascribed  to  childbirth  and  the  three  infant 
deaths  could  not  be  avoided. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  one  hundred  ana  nineteen,  four 
more  than  in  I960,  and  the  adjusted  death  rate  remains  slightly  below  the 
national  rate.  The  main  cause  of  death  continues  to  be  diseases  of  the 
heart,  diseases  of  the  blood  vessels  to  the  nervous  system,  and  cancer  of 
various  organs. 

The  only  acute  infectious  disease  notified  was  twenty  four  cases  of 
measles.  Wine  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  of  these  one 
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one  person  died;  three  other  persons  died  from  the  disease.

Hr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 

1961. 

1 • Drainage  and  Sewerage 

During  1961  sixty-four  applications  were  granted  for  the  conversion 
from  the  conservancy  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

In  1961  the  cesspool  emptier  was  engaged  in  work  at  Council 
Housing  Estates  and  private  properties  which  involved  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  approximately  gallons  of  sludge.  Hie  total  receipts 

in  respect  of  private  properties  for  this  period  were  £1,570.  12.  0, 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  disposal  schemes  were  under  construction  in 
December  1961  for  the  villages  of  Llanon,  Ffosyffin,  Cross  Inn, 
(Llandysul),  Cwrtnewydd,  Llanarth  and  Llangybi  and  due  for  completion 
in  1962. 

Preparations  were  being  made  for  the  commencement  of  schemes  in 
1962  for  Highmeade  Terrace  and  iHltyblacca,  Llanwnen,  Gilfachrheda, 
Llwyncelyn,  Cribyn  and  Lberarth. 

Hie  Council  are  to  bo  highly  commended  for  their  policy  of  providing 
all  of  their  villages  with  schemes  for  the  proper  disposal  of  sewage. 

This  is  an  essential  public  health  service  which  hitherto  has  been 
enjoyed  only  by  residents  of  the  larger  urban  districts, 

2.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  service  which  runs  quite  smoothly  covers  practically  the 
whole  of  the  district. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Llanarth 
and  Cilcennin, 

Hie  tips  are  kept  in  an  orderly  and  hygienic  condition  and  are 
regularly  treated  against  infestation  by  rodents  and  vermin.

7 . Water  Supply 

Twenty-seven  samples  were  taken  from  public  supplies  and  twelve 
samples  from  private  supplies  and  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Twenty-two  samples  from  the  public  supplies  were  found  to  be  of 
excellent  quality,  the  quality  of  five  being  unsatisfactory. 

One  sample  from  the  private  supplies  was  found  to  be  of  excellent 
quality  the  quality  of  eleven  being  unsatisfactory. 

The  Engineer  of  the  South  Cardiganshire  Viator  Board  was  notified 
of  the  unsatisfactory  results  which  were  those  of  samples  from  Cross 
Inn  (Llandysul)  Cross  Inn  (Llanon)  Aborarth,  Ffosyffin  and  LI anon, 
supplies. 

Immediate  action  was  taken  to  effect  remedial  measures  including 
chlorination.
